largely by reason of the environ- | 
ments they encounter in these cen- 
ters, 

in many of the cities, St. Louis 
and Kansas City and Pittsburg, to 
illustrate, the landlords of negro 
ténement houses are alleged to have 
run the rentals up to such exorbi- 
tant rates that either all of the 
wages of the negro workers are 
consumed in living expenses, or 
such a congestion has ensued that 
living conditions have become intol- 
erable. In the better regulated cen- 
ters the health and sanitary forces 
have stepped in to cope with that 
menace, and hence the negroes have 
been made to meet the confiscatory 
prices for better living, or haye been 
forced to move on. 

The truth is when industry began 
to reach out for negro labor, due 
to the 1921 immigration restriction 
act, the labor agents took up the 
recruiting, sent their representatives 
to the south, and imposed upon the 
negroes in the most shameful man- 
ner perhaps known in modern his- 
tory. They were painted vari-col- 
ored pictures of high wages, social 
and educational advantages, com- 
munity recreations, etc., in a way 
that appealed to their impression- 
sble natures, and that penetrated the 
very heart of their ignorance. When 
the emigrants reached the industrial | 
centers, usually upon tickets bought 
by the labor recruiters and for | 
which they were made to repay from 
fheir wages, they found conditions 
entirely different from the stories 
that had been told them. Hundreds 
of them tried to get back south, but 
could not do so unless obtaining 
money from the. south. Many of 
them did this; but thousands were 
forced to remain, and with gambling, 
immorality, high rents and other liv- 
ing expenses pressing upon them 
either temptations or necessities 
they have been unable to get a

time hundreds of them have died, 
and with living conditions inviting 
pneumonia in most of the centers 
it is horrible to contemplate the 
toll that the winter will exact.

AN ARTIFICIAL FEEDING
